With feelines of unbounded cratitucde 
to Atmicuty Gop, for his Gracious 
blessing on their labours, the Managers 
o( the AMERICAN Birt Sociery pre- 
sept to their constituents their Fourth An- 
nual Report. 

During the past year, through Divine 
yoodaess, anextensive field for exertion 
las been opened, anil means, if not entire 
ly adequate, yet in no incon: siderable de- 
eree proportioned to occurrlug exigen- 
cies, have been supplied. 

When the Society consider how great 
lave been the pecuniary embarrassments 
of our fellow citizens, what unusual dif 
ficulties have cbstructed the transmission 
of monies from the interior, and how 
much individual ability has been abridg- 
ed by the pressure of the times, they 
wil unite with the managers in rejoicing, 
that the [istituticn his idatuisined sO 
im a hold on the public affections, that 
it has so rapidly advanced toward its 
grand object, and that the liberality of 
oir Christian brethren, of every denom- 
tion, has been so distinguished in their 
contributions to its funds. 

lt is an encouraging circumstance, 
that the beneficial character of its opera- 
tious has commended this Society to 
the approbation of many, who once 
doubted the practicability and efficiency 
olan establishment on so enlarged a plan. 
he accession of new Auxiliaries, the 
*arm expression of individual sentiment 
‘Nits favour, the moderated views, and, 
0 some iMstances, active co-operation of 
‘¢ few who were once enrolled in oppo- 


‘tion to this united effort of Christian 











philanthropy and zeal, are all “ tokens 
for good” —anspicious omens of its final 
aud complete success. 

‘The Managers entertain a very con- 
fident persuasion, that as experience, the 
surest test of all atte mpts at ssefuluess, 
shall continue to furnish new evidene es of 
ce advantages of a confederation of all 
1! e Bible Societies of the U nion unde T 
one head, any remaining objections on th 
part of those who have not yet associated 
themselves with the Natiouai Institution, 
will be removed ; and that there will be 
witnessed, in our free and happy coun- 
try, an union of opinion, and concentra- 
tion of effort, somewhat resembling those 
which are now exhibited in support of 
the grand transatlantic Society, whose 
brilliant example first inspired, and still 
animatics us to exertion. 

Ja the outset of the operations of the 
American Bible Society, many difficulties 
were unavoidably encountered. It had 
to surmount, by the harmony of its de- 
liberations, and the impartiality of its 
benefactions, the erroneous apprehen- 
sions of such, as existing evidences had 
not already convinced, of the possibili- 
ty of giving permanency and eilect to the 
associated labours of Christians of every 
name, in the circulation of that Blessed 
Book, which each accepts as the basis of 
its faith. It had to afford practical dem- 
onstration to such whom argument could 
not persuade, that a more salutary eco- 

nomy in the employment of means, and 
more vigorous and rapid advances to- 
ward the attainment of the end, would 
be the result of combined, than of desul- 
tory action. It had to subject itself, for 
a season, to the suspicion of halting in its 
grand design, by a limited gratuitous dis- 
tribution of the sacred volume, until the 
liberality of auxiliaries and of individuals 
had enabled its conductors to realize 
such an amount of money in its Treasu- 
ry, and such a supply of Bibles in its De- 
pository, as would place the permanen- 
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cy of the institution, aad is capacity to 
accomplish the ereat object of its pat- 
rons, beyond : reasonable doubt. 

It affords the Managers unspeakal! 
rratification, me will unite the hearts of 
their fellow-members of the Society in 
fervent thanksgiving to Gop, that, at the 
termination of their feurth year’s labours, 
they have occasion for no unpleasant re- 
trospect ; that Christian love and fellow- 
ship have grown with mutual intercourse, 
and that conciliation and harmony have 
uniformly governed their measures. 

. They have ‘found an at uple requiial of 
ail their exertions in those feelings of af- 
fection and detachment which the prin- 
ciple of our association, and its simple, 
but magnificent design, are so well cal- 
culated to fosier and increase. 

In the estimation of the Managers, 
there are also furnished in the past histo- 
ry of the National Institution, couclusive 
proofs, that the extensive range of terri- 
tory, threughout which its measures 
are to operate, forms a difliculty much 
more formidable in appearance than 
in fact. Phe facilities ef communi- 
cation, and the safety and economy of 
transportation, daily icrease. The 
constant intercomrse maintained between 
A great commercial meiropolis, like 
New-York, with other ports, and with 
the interior of the country in every 
direction, supplies opportun itie s,ut every 
season of the year ef conveying Bi ibles, 

with cheapness, securits - and expedition, 
to ithe most distant p laces. And when 
to these propitious circumstanecs, is ad- 
ded the comparative difierence of ex- 
pense in conducting an es iablishment on 
a large and ona contracted scale. in the 
purchase ef materials, the cost of labour, 
and the superior execution of the work, 
the Managers feel warranted in the be- 
lief, that Bibles, issued from the general 
Depository of this Society, can be af- 
forded ata much lower rale, in propor- 
tion to their quality, than from any other 
source. 

There have been printed, at the De- 
pository of the American Bible Society, 
during the past year, - 47,000 Bibles, and 

16,250 Testaments.

America, whicre they had been sent with- 
out such previous inquiries. 

Under the hope of much future useful- 
ness, in the distribetion of the Spanish 
Seriptores in that destitute country, an 
extensive correspondence has been opeu- 
ed for the purpose of discovering favour- 
able avenues for their introduction, and 


ithe Managers are happy in alre: dy per- 


ceiving spects that are favourable to 
ine accowplisiment of this desirable ob- 
ject. 

Great difficulties have been experien- 
ced in putting the Indian Scriptures into 
circulation, particularly the Alohawk ; 
of which it will be seen, very few hi et. 
been issued, and thes= chiefly by way of 
experiment. C.-rrespondence, with a 
view to information on this subject, has 
been opened with every person trom 
whom it seemed likely to be obtained, 
but hitherto with little success. 

Two hundred and fifty of the E pistles 
of St. John, in Delaware, and thirty of 
the Gospel of St. John, in Mohawk, 
have been delivered to the Rev. Mr. 
Mortimer, for distribution among Indi- 
ans of those nations, by the Missionaries 
of the United Brethren ; and twenty-four 
copies of the latter, to the Rev, Mr. 
Crane, a Missionary among the ‘Tusca- 
rora Indians, in the State of New-York, 
for distribution among the members of 
his congregation, and other ladians un- 
derstanding that language. 

At present, it is to be lamented, that 
but few of the Indians can read. It is 
hoped, however, that the measures now 
in prosecution by different Religious So- 
cieties, under the enlighted patronage 
of the American government, fer civiliz- 
ing and evangelizing the Indian tribes, 
will open opportunities to make an use- 
ful disposition of these. and other Scrip- 
tures, m the aberiginal languages of our 
country. 

Correspondence has also been had 
with Louisiana and Natchez, and some 
places in and adjacent to the British 
provinces, facrlitate the imtroduction of 
the French Scriptures among those of 
their inhabitants who use that language. 

The Managers having been informed 
that a mission was aboni to proceed from 
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Boston, to the Sandwich Islands, in the 
Pacific Ocean, under the direction of 
the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, accompanied by 
several natives of ihe [sland of Owyhee, 
who have been instructed inthe Foreign 
Mission School at Cornwall, in the State 
of Connecticut, supplied that Society 
with splendid Bibles, to be presented to 
‘Tam-ah-am ah-ah, the late king of O- 
wyhee, and T'am-o ree, king of Atooi, 
They also furrished each of the natives 
of Owyhee, who accompanied the mis- 
sion, with a handsome copy of that Bles- 
sed Book, with whose value, there is 
reason to believe, they had become ex- 
perimentally acquainted. The Mana- 
gers, at the same time, presented the re- 
spectable Body above mentioned witha 
donation of two hundred Bibles, and one 
hundred Testaments, to be distributed, 
by their Missionaries, among the Ameri- 
cans and hurop~a ms resident at and fre- 
quenting those Islands fer purposes of 
trade, and among whom there is a scar- 
city of the Holy Serptures. 

Ty hey have also, on the application of 
the Committee of that Board, made thera 
a further grant of two hundred Bibles and 
two hundred ‘Testaments, for distribu- 
tion by their Missionaries in the Island 
of Ceylon, in the East Indies. 

On an application made in behalf of 
the American Society for Colonizing the 
free people of colour of the United States, 
the Managers were happy to aid the 
laudable designs of that benevolent in- 
stitution, by adonation of eleven octavo 
Bibles, of a suitable description for pres- 
entation to his Excellency the Govern- 
or of Sierra-Leoue, and to the African 
Kings, and chief men in the western part 
of Atrica; and also one hundred com- 
mon Bibles, one hundred and fifty Testa- 
ments, and several copies of the Spanish 
‘lestament and French Bible, for the use 
of the first body of American colonists, 
who sailed from the port of New-York 
in the month of February last. 

The Board have been recently in- 
formed that the Missionary and Bible So- 
ciety of the Methodist / piscopal Church 
in America, were about sendingtwo \\is- 
sionaries to the f jeridas, having placed 
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at their disposal, for distribution in those 
provinces, fifty tava: and iifty Fng- 
lish Bibles, and two hundreJt: 
and one hundred & 

From these incidents, which were 
thought deserving of specicl notice. the 
Managers proceed to au exhibition of 
the more general work of distribution in 
our own country, prefacing the same with 
some remarks on the motives which have 
governed their conduct in the discharge 
of this very interesting and pleasing duty. 

kt was essential to the success of an 
Institution embracing such a vast con- 
templated sphere of active operation, to 
be secured in the possession of a stock 
of Bibles, that, in hivman calculation, 
would bear a reasonable proportion to 
the demands of its Auxiliaries, and of 
others who might repair to its Deposito- 
ry for supplies. Jt requires time to pro- 
vide a suitable varicty of Stereotype 
Plates, and to make a permanent and 
economical arrangement for their con- 
stant use. While every application fer 
the purchase of Bibles v fas promptly met, 
it was of importanee to accumul: 
the shelves of the Depository, a number 
of copies, in a fintshed sensoned 
state, that would eventually justify liberal 
gratuitous donations to Auxiliaries, for 
distribution among the poor aud cesti- 
tute. ‘Khe restraints under which such 
granis have been placed, until the past 
vear, will thus be seen to have been the 
result of the prudent regard tothe solidi- 
ty of the Nationa! Institution, and the in- 
crease of its capacity for a future widely 
extended distribution of the Sacred vol- 
ume. 

It is a source of great satisfaction to 
the Managers, that, through public muni- 
ficence, and the blessing of Divine Prov- 
idence, they have already witnessed the 
arrival of a period, when, in their opin- 
ien these restraints, to a considerable ex- 
tent, might be safely and advantageously 
removed. Under this impression, they 
sometime since directed their attention, 
in a special manner, to the urgent waut 
of the Scriptures in the Western States ; 
wnd, considering the great existing im- 
pediments in the way of a regular trans- 
jnission of their funds by the Auniliaries 
established there, owing to the deranged 
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state of the currency, a Variety of appro-

In the reports of former years, many 
arguments have been submitted to pre- 
vail on the churches and parishes of our 
communion, to make a moderate, but 
general effort to support this Society, 10 
the accomnlishment of its designs. To 
write the sume things to them, to us 
indeed, would not be grievous : for the 
cause which we have in charge, it might 
be safe. We could speak with gratitude 
of the liberality of churches, of parishes; 
and of district Societies. We could re- 
hearse the pr aises ol the ¢ de ead ; and dis- 
cluse the munificence which the Chris- 
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tian modesty of living individuals has 
concealed. it were easy to repeat, and 
to uree the substance of what has been 
formerly said. We might easily recur 
to that important fact, which is a sub- 
ject of sacred record, coufirmed by our 
ol bservation, * the poor ye have always 
with you.” With this fact we might 
couple that unrepealed, Aposiolic obli- 
gation upon churches, to heip the feeble 
members of their sisterhood ; and, with 
renewed emphasis, we might ask, whe- 
ther, after aii the admonition of words 
and examples; sume of our churches 
have acknowledged the authority of 
Christ andthe Aposiles, by practically 
manifesting their sense of responsibility. 

We mien! again advert td the facility 

with which the work which we — 
undertaken migit be accomplished. Qu 
state is sinall. A very large sclleaiiiie 
of our churches are harmgnious, strong 
and indepeudeat. Our situatiun is so 
compact, that we can know the condi- 
tion of every parish, and witness the ef- 
fects of all that we do. The demand is 
not for the conversion of six hundred 
millions of pagans 3; nor for the trans- 
portation of twenty millions of Africans 
0 a foreign land; nor for the esiablish- 
ment of a large number of priuting insti- 
tutions to fill the world with Bibles : 
but, simply, to re siore fifteen or twenty 
of our own parish: 's, almost able, and 
very anxious to help themselves, to the 
enjoyment of the regular institutions of 
religion. In those great and glorious de- 
signs of benevolence, Christian nations, 
and in some of them, the Christian world 
must unite with us ; but this work is our 
own—a work to which, under God, we 
are amply competent. 

One consideration we would set home 
to every mind. If we do not restore the 
waste places of this state, they never 
will be restored. If they become not 
the objects of our Compassion, they will 
never be objects of human coinpassion. 
Every other Christian community has its 
own waste ground to cultivate. If we 
neglect ours, by ihe neglect, we shall 
testify to the rest ol the « saa igs world, 
that here is no field for the werk of 
Christian cha: ity. Ifour andy et church- 


es are suffered to languish and expire ; . 


if our embarrassed parishes are permit- 
ted to become the abodes of ignorance 
and nreligion, the blood of the souls, 
which, iu this, and in future generations, 
shail perish there, will be fouad upon us 
alone, in the day of judgment. If we 
give up these parishes to become the 
strong-hold of infidelity aud error, our 
churches and parishes and families, will 
be the first, which will, thence, be griev- 
ously saseuited d by Satan and his emis- 
saries. Would the ministers and people 
of our denomination rise in the strength 
which God has given them, and under 
that blessing which he is ready to be- 
stow, make a simultaneous movement, 
and proceed in a steady career against 
ihe kingdom of darkness, of sin, and of 
death: ere long the ple asure might be 
ours, of treadiug upon is ruins, in every 
place within our borders: and of seeing 
this litle state, for which our fathers 
prayed, verdant, in all its parts, with 
the fruits of truih and grace. 

The success of our undertaking, 
might, under the kindness of heaven, be 
risqued on the issue of a single event. 


Only let an annual contribution be made ‘ 


to our treasury, by every parish or 
church of our denomination, in this 
State, and the means of operation would 
be sufficient. No increased exertion of 
liberality is requested or desired, from 
those who have, hitherto, unifor mly c¢ m- 
iributed. Jt hath ple ased them of these 
churches and parishes, to make a cer- 
tain coutribuiion to the poor sainis, 
within our borders: {¢ hath pleased 
them verily; and their debtors they are. 
We congratuiate the liberal minded, on 
the pleasant reflection which they are 
now able to make. Would to God we 
might have opportunity, on our next an- 
niversary, to extend the congratulation 
to all our brethren. There must be a 
general communion in this work of love. 
It is not meet that the pleasure and the 
glory of it should be monopolized Sy a 
few: Nor is it meet that some be bur- 
dened, and that others be eased. Right- 
eousness is one of the primary principles 
of benevolence ; and one of the sirong- 
est links in the bond of perfectuess. Le 
there be equality. Let the cause b 
common; aud the service duly suare 
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and hereafter, neither suspicion, envy, 
nor revret will find entrance. 

With pain and reluctance we revert 
to the facts that, in the year ending 
twelve montis ago, but seventy-five of 
the two hundred and ten parishes or 
churches of our denomination, “ortribu- 
ted io this Society ; and that, in the 
year now closed, but flty-two have made 
any returns = ‘T'o what shall this back- 
wardness be attributed ? Circulars from 
this Society), inviting and urging all to a 
co-operation, have been addressed to 
every minister and church. From ex- 
teusive enguiry and watchful observa- 
tion, we are convinced that, in every 
place, this work of charity is approved, 
by many, if not by ali the people. It is 
not believed, that opportunity has been 
given for a contribution, in any place 
where nothing has been obtained. We 
should consiter the difficulty a_ainst 
which we have struggled, completely 
surmounted: had we a pledge from ev- 
ery minister, that he would submit the 
cause of our poor brethren to the Chris- 
tian compassion and munificence of the 
people of his charge. We humbly, but 
frankly request all to whom an appeal 
may, in future be made, conscientiously 
end deeply to enquire, wheth rit be not 
their duty to strengthen the hands of 
their brethien, and to give to alj that ap- 
pertain to them, the delightful privilege 
of sharing in the restoration of their 
neighbours, their kindred, and their 
Christian brethren to the full and lasting 
enjoyment of the Gospel. 

We recommend, that an invitation 
from this Suciety, be given to the 
Churches, to make their annual contri- 
bution in the month of September.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE So- 
CIELY. 
SIXTEENTH ANNIVERSARY. 
From the London Courier. 


The Sixteenth Anniversary Meeting 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society 
was held yesterday, in Freemason’s 
Hall, Great Queen-street, and since the 
commencement of the Lastitution, it nev- 
ey nas been more fully or more respecta- 





bly attended. By eleven o'clock in the 
morning, every part of the spacious hall, 
including the gallery above the cornice, 
was crowded to an overflow, and hun- 
dreds of applicants were unable to ob- 
tain admission at all. 

Precisely at twelve o’clock the Presi- 
dent of the Societv, Lord Teignmouth, 
took the Chair, supported on his right 
by his Royse! Highness the Duke of 
Gloucester, and on bis leit by the Bish- 
ops of Gloucesier and Salisbury. 

The Report of the Committee, a very 
voluminous though avowedly compres- 
sed document, was then read by the Rev. 
Mr. Owen, assisted by the Rev. Daniel 
Wilson. It commenced with the For- 
eign relations of the Society. In France, 
their exertions had answered their mest 
sanguine expectations. Independently 
of the Parent Society, there were a creat 
and increasing number of auxiliary ones, 
and not only were they supported by the 
Protestant part of the community, but 
by that which was exclusively Catholic. 
‘he Duc d’Angouleme, in reply to a 
letter which had been addressed to him, 
had expressed himsel! inthe most friend- 
ly terms towards the Society, and their 
ebjects, and the Duc de Cazes had not 
only expressed himselfina similar man- 
ner, but Jiad subseribed i000 livres in 
support of their funds. In the United 
Netherlands aud its dependencies Chiis- 
tlans Of every denomination, and even 
Jews exhibit the most earnest desire te 
possess the Scriptures, and to support 
the Societies by which they are distri- 
buted. From Switzerland, Hanover, 
Saxony, Wirtemberg, Prussia, Denmark, 
Russia, Sweden, and Norway, the intel- 
ligence was of the most gratifying kind. 
Similar a¢counts had been received trom 
the Lonian Islands, and from Athens, 
where a Bible Society has been estab- 
lished, under the patronage of the high- 
est civil and ecclesiastica! authorities of 
the place. The eighth report of the 
Calcutta Bible Society, and that from 
Madras and its dependencies, furnished 
abundant proof of the advantages deriv- 
ed from the labours of the parent Socie- 
ty. In China, though the jealous pow- 
er of the governmeat still operates 
prevent the admission of the tloly Serips 
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ures ; yet, well founded hopes are en- 
rertained, that the exertions which are 
making, will eventually sacceed in shed- 
dine the jight of .the ‘Gos; pel over that 
vast empire. 
that excellent man, Dr. Morrison, the 
whole Bible has now been translated in- 
1o the Chinese language, and the one 
thousand ponuds voted by the Society, 
foy that desirable ohj ect had been ap- 
ph thereto. The New South 
Wales Bible Society had been zealously 
supported by all the civil, military and ec- 
losjastical authorities in the « olony, and 
its establishment promised the most ben- 
oficial results. ‘The reports which had 
heen made from the South Sea Islands 
were most gratifying. ‘The whole Gos- 
pe of Si. Lake e had bésti trausiated into 
he Otahetian Lingua 3 and 3,000 cop- 
ies had been priated and nearly distribu- 
ted. Multiti ides in those Islands can 
now read with ease, and many can even 
write and read, and it was common to 
see them siiting in circles under the 
shade of trees, even till midnight with 
pro! found atteftion to the reading of the 
scriptures. In Africa and America, the 
kingdom of Hayiti and the Western Ar- 
chipelag ro, there was unquestionable evi- 
dence ef the great and growing success 
ol that Holy cause, in which the society 
is engaged, In reporting the domestic 
concerns of the Society, the. committee 
had the satisfaction of stating, that not- 
withstanding the untoward circumstan- 
ces of the times, commercial difiiculties, 
and antichristian doctrines, they contin- 
ued most prosperous : though, from the 
extraordinary exertions which had been 
made, the expenditure of the last year 
had exceeded that of the preceding one, 
at the same time there had not been a 
corresponding addition to their funds. 

The reading ot the Report having been 
concluded—

that it be received and adopted. He 
said,it was truly ratifying to observe that 
at every succeeding anniversary the Re- 
ports were more and more ensures 
When they looked back to the time in 
which this Institution was first establish- 
ed, they must feel thankful for the great 
change which had taken place.

only our country was engaged in the pi- 
ous work—now they were assisted by 
every country throughout the civilized 
world ; they bad followed our glorious 
example and honoured us in so doing. 
The extension of our conquests, too, he 
might be allowed to say, had beea con- 
ducive of happy effects ; for wherever 
ritain had extended ker protecting aim 
she had.invariably increased the happi- 
ness of the people. After the admirable 
Report they had just heard read, it would 
be unnecessary for him to quote instances 
in support of this position, and therefore 
he should not detain them longer than 
merely to observe that their exertions 
had been crowned with the most con- 
spicuous success. Tormer!y, as he be- 
fore remarked, every Power in Europe 
was either against them or indifferent to 
their success. ‘hey had persevered in 
their exertions, and now every Power 
was wih them, ‘They had planted the 
tree whose branches now overshadowed 
almost every country in the world ; and 
the Resort was an excellent commentary 
on their labours. He should move, there- 
fore, that the Report be received. (Great 
App lause.) é' 

The Bishop of Salisbury having se-" 
couded the motion, it was carried unani- 
mousl y. 

The Earl of Harrowby rose to move 


that the thanks of the meeting be civen 


to their Noble President. His Lorde! ip 
was received with long coutinued ap 
plause, aad when it had subsided, he ob- 
served, that if the motion he had to mak 
required any argument of his to support 
it, he should scarcely ! have time to muke 
use of it ; public business of an urgent 
naiure requiring his presence e!sewliere. 
It was his satisfaction, however, to know 
that it was a motion ia which every per- 
son present, or who had the slightest 
kuowledge of its object, would instantly 
and sincerely concur : aan if lis veice 
could be heard through ail the regions of 
the habitable worid, the gener coneur- 
rence of mankind would be equally sin- 
cere. Jn speaking of the busivess of te 
day, his Lordship said, he fli deeply 
grateful that one point had been found 
upon wich all might agree—noi a point 
on which to fix a lever, to disturb ang 
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agitate the world, but a point which was 
the centre of gravity, on which all the 
moral relations of the world must rest. 
His Lordship then pronounced a high 
eulogium oo the character of the Nobile 
President, declaring that he had achiev- 
ed more true glory and renown by the 
situation be held in that Soc iety, and by 
the exertion he had made in its behalf, 
than the proudest conqueror cou! ld ever 
hope to receive. —He concluded ! by m0 v= 
ing the thanks of the meeting to tlie 
Right Honourable Lord Teignmonth. 

Lord Ashdown seconded the motion 
ina short speech, and it was carried 
with immense applause.

In the month of March last they 
were admitted into the Christian Church by 
baptism heir conversion to Christianity 
may be considered as an important acquisi- 
tion; not that he souls of these Pr iests of an 
idol god are of more value than the soul. ef 
other individuals; but consid: ring their bigh 
standing, their talents and their piety, we 
frusi they will greatly strengthen the mission- 
ary cause in their own country, to which they 
are about to return. Ubheir conversion to 
Christianity occasioned by readin, the simple 
hisiory of vur blessed Redeemer, in the Sew 
Testament, is another trophy of victorious 
Grace, and sbonld animate us tu furnish every 
nation and kindred and tongue and people 
under Heaven with this Holy Book At the 
time of their admission into the Chureh, Dr. 
Clark gave the following account of these in- 
teresting strangers. 


The eldest was born near Point de 
Galle, in the island of Ceylon, and 
was sent tothe eclebrated temple of Ma- 
tura, when aboui six years of age, where 
he received his instruction, uot ouly 
his maternal language, but also in the 
Pawis Portuguese, the Pali, the ‘Ta- 
mul and the Sanscrit. Having passed 
through the proper for ms, he became 
Gannuna xie, or priest, aud in process of 
time Theerunanxie, or High Priest, and 
had, previously to his coming to tng- 
land, been coustituted Hivh Priest ia the 
temple of Doodanahuveh, near Galle.

The younger was born near Colombo, 
in the same island, eutered the te mple 
at about the same age, went also throu hr 
the usual fornes, and was made Gannup- 
anxie, and was for five years ‘Theerun- 
anxie, previously to his leaving his na- 
tive country, his family and his gods, 
and was liizh Priest in the same temple 
vith the former; his naind is also hi; shly 
cultivated in all the learning of his native 
country. ‘They are cousins- german, and 
are of the second class, called the Cara- 
va class: the first being the Croig: una : 
but these two classes are so near in point 
of bonour and respect, that they often 
mingle in social interco: irse, and the sey- 
eral families of each not unfrequently 
intermarry; a circumstance pecaliar only 
to those two classes on the island. The 
trauslation of the New ‘Testament into 
Ciagalese got into the hands of the two 
Cingalese, who, having naturally curious 
and i inquiring minds, read it with great 
care and aiteniion, and were deeply 
struck with the character of our blessed 
Lord ; and from his history were led to 
contemplate Him as the most wise and 
benevolent of beings. Their attention 
thus roused, they inquired and sought 
deeper still into ‘the truths of our holy 
religion ; and in proportion to their in- 
gnuiry, so was their reliance in the beliet 
of Budhooism shaken. Still, however, 
they could not see, for they mutually 
examined and perused this translation 
of our Testament together, how they 
could, without subjecting themselves tu 
privations and hardships, make any pro- 
fession of their growing attachment to 
Christianity while in their own temple ; 
but the desire to know it yet more fully 
induced them to wish to visit that happy 
country where they knew it was the es- 
tablished religion, and of which they 
had formed the highest conceptions. 
Hearing that Sir A. Johnston was about 
to return to Lurope on account of his la- 
dy’s ill health, they agreed te request 
him to allow them to»ccompany him to 
Logland. Previously to this they had 
no acquaintance with that gentleman, 
but they knew the philanthropy and ex- 
cellence of bis character. He treated 
them with his known politeness and ten- 
derness, but could not upcn tucir explar 
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nation of their wishes, find any motive 
sufhiciamity powerlal to justify him in 
taking the proposed step, knowing but 
litle of the men ; he therefore retused. 
Again and again they urged him, but he 
as constantly refused to grant them their 
request. After the ship which was to 
convey Sir A. Johnston and his family 
was under weigh, these two priests, un- 
daunted in their resolution even by such 
ereat obstacles, put off in a boat and 
joined the vessel, without haviag had 
an opportunity of bidding adieu to their 
parents and friends. ‘They found, how- 
ever, a kind reception from Sir A. J. 
who protected them on their voyage 
from all insult, supplied their wants, but 
at the same time put their resolution and 
tag to the strongest proof. He 
took care to pay them no particular 
respect; they ate of the most homely 
fare, and slept on a mat, &e. All this 
they did without one comp!aint, so great 
was their thirst for spiritual instruction, 
going in quest of a religion of which 
they knew so little, and yet were willing 
for its sake to relinquish their honours, 
glebe lands, parents and country. But 
previous to this, I should have remark- 
ed, added the Doctor, that upen their 
coming away, they censulted an old and 
very learned priest, concerning his 
opinion relutive to the Comparative mer- 
its of Budhooism and Christianity, from 
whom they received this singular an- 
swer: addressing Dherma, who had 
proposed the question, he said, “ Oh 
Dherma, the religion of Budhoo is the 
moon, but the religion of Jesus is the 
sun.” : 

Dr. Clarke having stated the circum- 
Stances of their arrival in England, and 
their being placed under his care by the 
Missionary committee, described the 
difficulty he found in conveying instruc- 
tion tothem. ‘They kiew no English, 
nor indeed any other European tongue, 
and he was acquainted with Cinga- 
lese or Tamul, and as to the Patois Por- 
tucuese, which they know, it was so dif- 
ferent from the genuine Poriuruese, 
that they conld not understand the fat- 
ter when etther © poor reed, 

De. C. next ' the ardent ap- 
plication of they en to their stu- 


dies, and the depth and extent of their 
proficiency. In reading, they had gone 
beyond what could at all have been ex- 
pected for the time, andcan read, and in 
general understand the Bible and Testa- 
ment. Though they had previously 
known nothing of writing, (their own be - 
ing a sort of engraving, with a steel point 
upon a talipot leaf,) yet they can now 
write well in English, and have gone 
through a general course of commor a- 
rithmetic, and have ac quired a good no- 
tion of the principles of Geography and 
astronomy. 

In religious matters, he said their im- 
provement had been great. Of the 


grand principles of the Christian Reli-. 


gion they have a clear and accurate 
knowledge. From idolatry and all its 
concomitants, they are completely saved, 
and believe most conscientiously the 
whole system ef divine Revelation. 
Their favourite doctriue of Metempsy- 
chosis or Transmigration of Souls, they 
have totally abandoned ; and the Doc- 
tor stated, that he firmly believed that 
they had not remaining the slightest ves- 
tive of their ancient religious prejudices, 
nor the slightest doubt concerning the 
Lruth of Christianity. 

He farther observed, that their hearts 
as well as their heads, had experienced 

a powerful change; they loved prayer 
and the reading of the Holy Scriptures, 
and often experienced gracious influen- 
ces of the Divine Spirit on their minds ; 
though frequently they were cast down 
respecting their religious state; and es- 
pecially at their snp nosed slow advances 
in :eiigious kro» led-e and feeling; de- 
ploriug the sintulaess of their own hearts, 
of which God seemed to have given 
them a clear discovery; leading them 
into all the chambers of the house of im- 
agery, and shewing them the idols set 
up in the heart against the worship of 
the true God. Ezek. vill. 7—10. 

Dr. Clarke then observed, that they 
had long and earnestly desired to be re- 
ceived into the Christian Chureh by 
baptism; into the nature and end of 
which he had taken care to give them 
the fullest instructions, in order that he 
might be satisfied that they clearly under- 
stood the whole, 
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Having spoken pretty much at large 
concerning these foreigners, the Doctor 
then adverted to the cectrine of Chris- 
tian baptism. Alter he had, on this 
highly iniportant topic, dwelt for a con- 
siderable leugti, he left the desk, and 
came to the font where the Priests were 
standing, and immediately gave out the 
hymn beginning thus : 

«Father Son, and Holy Gho-t 
In solemn power come down. 
When we came to the following joa, 


-+ See these sinfal worms of earth, 

Bless to them the cleansing flood,” &c. 
he laid his hands upen their heads; when 
they were inrmediately melted into tears, 
and the whole congregation appeared, 
by the eagerness of their attention, and 
their death like stillness, to feel as if the 
power of the Highest was indeed over- 
shadowing them. 

Dr. Clark then proceeded regularly 
through the whole service for the Bap- 
tism of Adulis ; to the respective ques- 
clos in which th ¥e young men, though 
<leeply affected, made answer clearly, 
and distinctly, and with much animation. 
This done, they beth kneeled down, and 
«were baptized in the Name of the Holy 
Trinity. The eldest by computation, 
cow about twenty-nine years of age, 
-arnestly requested to have the name of 

(3 Christian instructor prefixed to his 
own; and was accordingly baptised 
Adam Sirrah Goano Munhi Rathana. 
Phe youngest, now twenty-seven years 
1 age, wishing to take the name oi his 
vatron, the Honourable Sir Alexander 
Juhnston, was baptized Alexander Dher- 
mua Rama. 

Tie Doctor then most earnestly and 
affectionately commended them to the 
orayers of the congregation; that not ouly 
the Divine presence might influence and 
*less them, but that God would have 
them ia his holy care and keeping dur- 

“the r their approaching voyage, taking 
hem in safety and peace to their destin- 
he place; aud also protect and support 
chen under all the difliculties and trials 
which, as Christians, and so peculiarly 
eircumstanced as they were, they would 
necessarily experience: and every heart 
in the congregation, i believe, was im- 
mediately lifted up most fervently to God 


‘kingdom of God.” 
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on their behalf;—-(aad will not every 
Christian say, Amen.) 

Having concluded the service, Dr. 
Clarke took each of them by the iiand, 
saying “ by baptisin ac dimninistered to you 
in the naine of the most Holy Trinity, 
aud by the sufrages of this congrega- 
tion, I admit you into the Christian 
Church.” 

Vuring-the principal part ef this ser- 
vice, there were few, if any, of the ma- 
ny hundreds assembled, who were not 
in tears. 

‘The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was thea administered to them, and te 
many huadreds of persons by Dr, Clarke 
and Mr. Newton. 

I have since heard that Alexander 
Dherma Rama, who, through fear of 
death had been subject to bondage, had, 
during this service, his fear taken eatire- 
ly away ! O! said he, “I fear not to 
die now: if I did, I go straight to the 
Adam Munhi Rath- 
ana, upon his returning to his room, 
prostrated himself on the floor, and 
spent a long time in prayer and praise. 
‘Thus ended a service which to me and 
to many will be had in everlasting re- 
membranee, and with ita scene I can ne- 
ver again hope to witness; had you no 
other fruit of your Missionary exertious 
than the conversation of thesetwo Priests, 
you would most unguestionably have 
reason to laud and magnify God, who 
thus put it into your hearts and those ot 
your bretaren to send Missionaries-to the 
island of Ceylon. 


LATEST INTELLIGENCE FROM THE 
OSAGE MISSION, 


Through the potileness of L. Locx woop, 
Fsq_ of Bridgeport, Conn. we are permitted 
to make some extracts from a letter just re- 
ceived from a youns Lady, one of the Mission 
Family, dated on Board the Mission Boal 
May 3lst to June 9th, 1820. 

Betoveo Uncie—Each letter which 
I have received from you, has brouglit 
me under renewed obligations of grati- 
tude. In return, what can I render? 
You do not expect me to return an ade- 
quate compensation. You will, howey- 

*, expect me to relieve the anxiety of 
oa ‘mind, by communicating, a3 Op- 


portunity presents, any thing that may 
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be interesting. I find myself agreeably 


situated on board this floating habita- . 


tion; a member of a family united in 
youds of Christian affection, gliding 
ocutly down tie beautiful Ohio: new 
enjoying the pleasant scenery of the 
banks aad rising hills, covered with the 
verdure of the forest trees, gradually ris- 
ing one above auother in majestic beau- 
ty; then a little low cottage or some no- 
ble farm house appears in view. With 
respect to accommodations on beard 
these boats, (we have two) our breth- 
ren have bestowed quite as much atten- 
tion to render them comfortable as we 
could desire. ‘They have succeeded 
well. In Philadelphia, when it was de- 
cided that we were to go to Pittsburgh 
in the baggage waggons though I ap- 
proved altogether of the arrangement, 
yet 1 thought a good degree of patience 
would need to be exercised. But when 
our family had taken their seats in these 
waggons, they became pleasant ; and 
the very slowness of the movement, in 
some respects, we considered a privilege, 
as it afforded au opportunity to view 
the wonders of creation ; to visit the a- 
bodes of the destitute; to converse with 
eac other, and to read for mutual edifi- 
cation; so that we concluded this would 
be the most pleasant part of our jour- 
ney; for when tired of riding we could 
walk, and when tired of walking we 
could ride. When in Pittsburgh, we en- 
joyed Christian society and the blessings 
of the sanctuary. We left Pittsburgh 
onthe 24th. We proceed about 50 miles 
aday. The river is in pretty good or- 
der to descend, considering the lateness 
the season. We spent the last Lord’s 
day in Marietta; esteeming it a privi- 
lege, that so far fromour homes, we may 
meet with the people of God in a house 
consecrated to his service. Marietta is 
pleasantly situated on each side of the 
mouth of the muskingnm. ‘The Rev. 
Mr. Bobbins is a settled minister over 
ihe Presbyterian Church. Christians 
there, are rejoicing in the prospects of a 
revival, or rather in the commencement 
of one. They numbered rising of 20 
that were under solemn impressions. 
The people here brougut in of their 
worldly substance for the use of the mis- 


sion. I think the hand of God is mani- 
fest in our journey thustar. The hearts 
and doors of Christians appeared open 
for our reception. Will not you and 


your family pray, dear uncle, that God 


will still go before us to prepare our way, 
that when we arrive at Union, we may 
find that the Lord hath been there be- 
for: us, to prepare a place in the hearts 
of the Osages; uot merely for our recep- 
tion, vut for the reception ef the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

June Sth. My time, since this boat 
hs been my habitation, has been much 
empl .yed. Our family consists of 26 
persons, including Mr. Vail’s tour child- 
ren. We have a pilot at the helm of 
each boat; two employed as oarmen, 
who are to accompany us to the place 
of destination. A wheel-right, of the 
Baptist denomination, was providential- 
ly, as we trust, found at Marietta, who 
vo unteers his services for the promotion 
ot Christ’s cause. 

You will perhaps think that we can- 
not be very comfortable, so many of us 
in so small apartments ; but I can assure 
you we are very comfortable. : 
have each of us a place for lodging, on 
the side of our a)ariment. We all sleep 
on matrasses quietly, sweetly, and gen- 
erally rise retreshed A bell was pro- 
vided in Pittsburgh, @hich is rung at 
four in the morning, for the family to 
rise. It rings again at half past four for 
the family to assemble, when we hear a 
portion of Scripture read, sing a hymn, 
and unite in prayer. After the close of 
these exercises, the boats are loosed from 
each other and from the shore, and we 
immediately commence our daily voyage, 
borne by the gentle current towards the 
interesting place of our destination.— 
‘The boats come together at the ringing of 
the bell, tor our meals. The motion is 
so gradual, that we can read, write, or 
work, without che least interruption. 

And now, dear uncle, what shall I say 
farther? for the time would fail me te 
tell of the wondrous goodness of our God, 
as displayed towards us. Mercies have 
luliowed us; Mercies have gone before 
us. ‘hey have been on the right hand, 
and on the left; and demand special, 
wiunterrupted, never ceasing songs of 
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praise. With respect to myself, situa- 
tion and prospects, [ feel perfectly sat- 
isfied in every respect, but in the want 
of abeiterheart. ist! find that [have 
not that love to God, not that gratitude 
for the reception of mercies, not that 
fervency at the throne of grace for souls, 
which so important a station demands. 
Sull, f have the satisfaction to believe, 
that this is the path of duty. It is the 
path which | have chosen, and sti'l 
choose in preference to any other: and 
may God of his iniinite rich grace in 
Christ Jesus, condescend to make me, 
aud those with whom I go, instruments 
of good to those benigated souls wio 
know not the worth of the Saviour’s 
blood, and to his own mame shall be the 
eternal and undivided praise. 

June 9th. We spent the last Lord’s 
day pleasantly in Augusta, Ken. Tie 
Presbyterian minister of that piace, Mr. 
Mac Caulley, appears to be a truly ex-, 
cellent and godly man. We arrived in 
Cincinnaiti on Monday the Sth. ‘The 
brethren took in provision, hired three 
more men to be dismissed at pleasure, 
orto accompany us to Union, if their con- 
duct be suitable. We were detained in 
Cincinnatti, till yesterday abeut Li A.M. 
—enjoyed the society of Christians while 
there. They have two Presbyteriaa 
ministers settled there. ‘The city is 
much larger than I expected, and ap- 
pears to be rapidly increasing. Chris- 
staas think, and probably justly, that 
vital piety does net increase as fast as 
population and science. They have a 
jurge brick building used as a Lancaste- 
siau school, grammer school, college 
and musewm. Reflections peculiariy 
svlems, occupied my mind on Jeaving 
this place. Christians here, as in other 
places, assembled on the banks of the 
river, to give us their partiag blessing. 
\ hymn was sung President Slack 
prayed. The Rev. Mr. Wilson gave the 
family a selema, interesting and affec- 
Uonate address. Judicious persons, who 
ave iaterested in behalf of the mission, 
manifest an anxiety with respect to our 
health, going south this season er the 
year. AS yet, we have been blessed 
with health. Hew long it will please 
God to continue it, I kaow not, nor dol 
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desire to know. lis will be done, and 
all will be well; sickness or death, life 
or hevith. Sweet will be the hour when 
we are released from these decaying 
tabernacles, and received jinto the arins 
of everlasting love, to extol through e- 
ternity the infinite richuess of divine 
grace. Be not anxious about me, Iam 
safe and in perfect health. ‘Think not 
of me as a stranger in a strange land, 
OM.

MISSIONARY CHURCH. 
For tre Religious Intelligencer. 

Under thjs head we have severa! times men- 
tioned a plan that was on foot in tie state of 
Onio, to organize a Christian community ior 
the purpose of evangelizing some oi our In- 
dian tribes, without the particular patronage 
of a Missionary Society. We now present 
our readers with some general rules which are 
to regulate the association. The Rev. Josep 
Badger, who has communicated them for pub- 
lication, siates — 

That the namber of families wanted will 
soon be engaged. Seven families have ofler- 
ed themselves for this service; two Pastors, 
two Physiciaus, one Clothier, (one of the Phy- 
sicians and the Clothier, are single men,) aud 
four family farmers. The greatest diticusty 
that now appears in our way, is that of dis- 
posing of landed property. Many more than 
wou!d be necessary for one missionary station, 
would be ready to go, if their property was at 
command. Perhaps there are some pious 
families in the East, who are in circumstances 
to enter the missionary field on this piau, that 
are ready to offer themseives. 

We calculate, as soon as the ice leaves the 
waters of the Ohio next spring, to commence 
our-voyage from Warren, or Hartford, in Obie, 
in as many boats as we shai! find necessary 
and convenient to carry our families, ard 
provisions for one year: and if possible, to be 
at the place of our destination, as early ia the 
season, as to plant gardens and raise a sumumer 
crop. Ifthe Lord mskes our way prosperous 
there wi!l be no Lion in the way. The wore 
of God, and praver, ere the only weapons oi 


warfare to be carried ont with us, for our de- .

This commnnity shall possess one 
common interest,iu all business relating to the 
Missien, and prosecute the same with all fdel- 
ity as a community, and as individuals, undoes 
the direction of the Trustees, whose duty it 
shall be to promote industry by their own ex- 
ample 

Arr.+. The property put into common 
stock by each individual. shall be correctly en- 
tered in a book in which all the proceedings 
of the Soc ry in their secular capacity shail 
be recorded, by a clerk chosen by the Society 
at their annual meetings. The church records 
shall be kept by the Pastors. ‘The Society, as 
soon as the patronage of the Pre sident oi the 
United States can be obtained, shall send out 
a committee to locate a place, or proceed in 
any other way, that shall be agreed upon as 
prudent and economical! : to some place con- 
venient for caltivation, and water machinery ; 
and for collecting Indian cuildren, for the pur- 
pose of teaching them civilization, The 5oci- 
tty shall settle as compactly as may be, aud 
each family have a garden. A convenient 
house shall be erected in the centre for pub- 
lic worship; and a school house. Sin zle per- 
suns, young men and women, may join in tis 
Soci iety, who are pious and wish to become 
active in the missionary cause ; each uniting

Art.7 It shall be the first object relating 
to the secular business of this Society, when 
arrived at the place selected and agreed upon, 
to build eomfcrtable bous s forthe accommo. 
dation of each tamily; and to cultivate the. 
land for raising such crops as will afford sup- 
port tothe Society ; also, flax, hemp, and cot- 
ton, as the climate will afford: it will be their 
an also, to iaise cattle, sheep, hogs and 
poultry. In all this, the Society will keep 
their eye on the great object ; and as soon as 
provisions can be bad sufficient to justify the 
proceeding, they will prepare eccommeda- 
tious tor receiving and instructing Indian chil- 
dren in common religious education ; ; the boys 
in farming, and the ‘girls in sewing, knitting, 
spinning aud making of cloth. 

The teacher of the school shall be a young 
man of good abilities,a good English scholar, 
apt tolearn, apt to teach, who shall give Lim- 
self wholly to the work of teaching the child- 
rea; and atthe same time !eara the Se 5 
of a tribe as fast as possible, with aview of 
preaching to them intheirown tongue. The 
male children shall attend to instruction in the 
school, two hours in the morning, and two 
hours in the fieid before cinner; and then 
from one o'clock until three, they shail bein 
the school; then in the field until five, under 
the direction of one or more foremen, who 
shall show them how, and encourage them io 
work. The female children shall attend school 
as directed above , and their hours for labear 
shall be with the women, who shall teach 
tham the several branwhes of spinning, sew- 
ing, knitting, aud making of cloth. 

Art. 8. To prevent complaints of injustice 
in dealing with the Jndians, it shall be the bu- 
siness of one men appointed by the Trustees, 
to transact all traffic with them, whose duty 
it shall be, to preserve a@ strict regary to (rath 
and justice in dealing withthem. But there

shall not be introduced, at any time, the use of 
ardent spirits, or of ferinented intoxicating fi- 
quovs as an article of traffic. No ardeut spirits 
shall be kept, or used by the members of this 
Society, unless in special medical aid No dis- 
tillery of ardent spirits shall ever be introduced 
within the concerns of this Society 

Art.9 When a sufficient number of fami- 
lies, possessing means necessary for prosecut- 
jing the plan, shall dedicate themselves and 
their substance to the Lord for this service, 
they shall be formed into a Church with two 
Pastors, three deacons; and the Society 
@hoose five Trastees,and make every necessary 
arrangement, as soon as may be,in order to 
proceed to the place of destination. It shall 
be the duty of each acting member, and espe- 
cially the Trustees, to got information, the 
best they can, in regard to the rout and means 
of conveyance, to the place for settling the 
inission. 

Arr. 10. As soon as the probable expense 
of conveying the missionarv company to the 
place of destination, and supporting them un- 
til they can raise provision’s sufficient to sub 


sist themselves, the Trustees shall fairly lay | 


the account before the Society ; that each one 
may make such advances of property as they 
can, to meet the demand Also the expense 
of mill-irons, clothier’s, blacksmith’s, carpen- 
ter’s, joiner’s and wheelright’s tools. All farm- 
ing tools and loom furniture must be added 
to the account Each family will furnish 
themselves with family utensils, and furnish an 
exact inventory of the same, with the value of 
each article, to be entered on the records of 
the Society. 

Art. 11. There shall he provided for the 
use and benefit of the Society, a library of well 
chosen books, consisting of serm ns, theolo- 
gical dissertations, Eeclesiastical history, and 
other histories and miscellaneous writings, 
Travels and Lives, such as the purchasing com- 
inittee shall judge profitable for the Society. 
The books shall be caretully preserved and 
kept without use, until the Society are settled 
in their missionary station; and constitute 
such regutations, as said Socivty shall agree 
upon by their committee or ! rustees, for the 
purpose of using and preserving the books 
from damage. And the Society will gratetul- 
ly receive any donations of books and of pa- 
per suitable for the use of the Society, or to be 
used in school. The Soviety will thankfully 
receive, and faithtuliy apply any articles of 
clothing, or cloth for making zarments for In- 
dian children who shall attend the schooi. 

Arr. 12. It shall be the duty of this Socie- 
ty to meet on the first Monday in each month 
for special prayer, that the great Head of the 
Church would prosper the missionary cause ; 
remember his covenant with Abraham, and 
favour the dust of Zion throughout the earth. 
They shall habitually meet on the Sabbath for 
public and social worship, and the Indian 
children convene with them The school 
shall be opened and closed with prayer daily. 

Arr. 13. This Society shall commence 
their preparations, as soon as the patronage of 





the President of the United States can be of. 
tained, and 15 or 20 faites of suitable char- 
acter offer themselves for this service, and 
subscribe to thes» articles: and at a suitable 
time fixed upon by the Trustees, they siailt 
commence their joursey to the place of des- 
tination. and faithially prosecute the above 
proposed plan of missionary labuur, with 
whatever Indian tribe to which they shall he 
directed ; lovking to God in humble depend- 
ance for direction, aud his saie and Hi ly 
keeping

emnl. pledge ourselves to each other, and de- 
vote ourselves and property to the cause of 
Christ, in carrying into eifvct the object of the 
above Coustitution 


MISSIONARY REINFORCEMENTS. 
From the Panoptist. 

Seven young men devoted for life to 
missionary labours, under the direction 
of the American board of Commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions, are now on 
their way to the destined stations. Mr. 
Jacob Hitchcock, from Brimfield, Wor- 
cester Co. Mr. Anson Dyer, from Go- 
shen, Hamshire county. Mr. Zechariah 
Howes, from Ashfield, Franklin Co. Mr. 
Joel Wood, from Greenfield, Saratoga 
Co. N. Y. and Mr. James Orr, from 
Groton, ‘Temkins Co. N_ Y. arrived by 
two different routes at Pittsburg on the 
Ohio, on the 29th and 30th April ; thence 
to descend the Ohio and the Mississippi; 
+—Messrs. Hitchcock and Orr to the 
mouth of the Arkansaw, and thence up 
that river, to join the Rev. Messrs, Fin- 
ney and Washburn, as assistants at the 
Arkansaw station ;—and Messrs. W ood, 
Howes and Dyer, to the mouth of the 
Yazo, and thence up that river, to the 
seat of the Choctaw mission, to act as 
assistants at one or both of the stations 
in that nation. 

The Rev. Alfred Wright, lately re- 
turned from the south, took his leave of 
the Corresponding Secretary at Salem, 


10th May, to proceed ou horseback, cit- - 


cuitously, for purposes of agency through 
New-York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, and Tennessee, to Elliot, or the 
new station on the ‘Tombigby, as an as- 
seciate with the Rev Mr. Kingsbury !0 
the Choctaw missien. 

On the 6th of April, Mr. James Gar- 
rett sailed fiom Boston for Pondicherry, 
on the Coromandel coast, to join the A- 
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rerican missionarics in Ceylon. He is 
tosuperintend the printing business, hav- 
‘ing served a regular ap prenticeship to 
that art, and been : approve d for his piety, 
industry, ability, and discretion. From 
Pondicherry it is only two days sail to 
the district of Jafina, where the mission- 
aries reside.

Rev. and Dear Sir—We have just 
bee nc called to witness a very interesting 
scene. Brother Orr hias left us. Yes- 
terday morning he bid us along fare- 
well; and, in company with Mr. Wood 

and his wife, he started for the Arkan- 
saw, to spend his days as a misstonary 
among the natives of the wildernc ss. 
our or five days past have been such 
as were never witnessed by this pev- 
ple before. I could not have anticipated 
an event, that would have produced such 
a deep and general excitement of feeling. 
The scene indeed in itself was not so 
grand and imposing, nor associated with 
so many affecting, considerations as 
those, which you have had opportunity 
to witness in your town and vicinity, 
where numbers have embarked on the 
mighty ocean to carry the glad tidings 
of the Gespel to nations living in the re- 
mote corners of the earth—in Asia, and 
ihe Islands of the East; but [ trust it 
was marked with no less ardour or feel- 
ing, nor less sincere aspirations to heaven. 

To us who have never been permitted 
to witness scenes of this kind,—to us re- 
mote from cities and the ocean,—and liv- 
ing in the new and retired part of the 
country, what passed among us was ac- 
companied with circumstances of pecul- 
‘ar interest, and gave an impulse to our 
feelings, which I hope will Jong continue. 

Mr. Orr as he saw no chance to get a- 
way this spring, had concluded, accord- 
ing to the provision in your letter, to get 
eady by fall. Viewing the matter in 

this light, he thought it best to procure 
a school for the summer. Accordingly 
he took a journey for the purpose into 


Pennsylvania; but not succeeding, he 
returned on Wednesday last. . The fol- 


lowing was observed bh v us asa day of 


fasting and prayer, and in time of fore- 
oon service Mr. Wood and his wife, 
accompanied with his father, the Rev. 
Mr. Williams of Greentield, Saratoga 
Co. arrived. On coming out of meeting 
they expressed the sore disappoint nent 
they had feltin hearing that Mr. Orr was 
from home; but their fe dias were soon 
chanced in finding him on the spot, and 
in having him introduced to them. Ina 
few m inutes he was presented with your 
second letter, informing him of the alte T. 
tiou In your arrange me nts, and that Mr. 
Wood was to call and take him on. By 
this unexpected course of things Mr. Orr 
was taken by surprise. He, however, 
at once eoncluded to go, and to get in 
readiness with the least possible delay, 
and yesterday was fixed on as the day 
for their de ‘parture. 

At the close of ibe afternoon service, 
the congregation was informed of the ar- 
rival. and presence of our missionary 
friends, and that brother Orr was soon to 
join them, for the purpose of spending 
his days in missionary labours among the 
natives of the wilderness. God had, by 
exciting the Church to more than usual 
engagedness in religion, and by granting 
some drops of his mercy on the coygre- 
gation, prepared the people to receive 
this intelligence with no ordinary inter- 
est. It touched their hearts. Their feel- 
ings became at once deeply enlisted in 
the cause. ‘The bare statement of the 
subject was sufficient to make them yield 
to the claims of the poorheathen. ‘They 
agreed on the spot to convey, at their 
ewn expense, the missionaries ‘and their 
baggage to the head waters ef the Alle- 
gany river, where they would take boats 
for Pittsburgh. It was announced that 
a collection would be taken up the next 
Sabbath, and the people were requested 
to make out a box of clothing for the use 
ofthe Indian school. From the searcity 
of money, many seemed to say,silver and 
cold have I none, but of such as [ have | 
will give. 

What gave additional interest to the 
day, was tle conmencement of a liberal 
subscription to the constitution of a Char- 
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itable Society, (hen submitted by a com- 
mittee on a plan somewhat new. It 
comprised a Field, Flock, Female, La- 
bourers or Mechanics, and a Boys’ de- 
partment. Subscribers to the first gave 
such amount of grain, or the use of such 
a piece of gr ound, as they might name ; 
—to the second, s!:cep or the keeping of 
shecpj—to the third, yarn, spinning, 
weaving, occ. &cc.—to the fourth, the an- 
nual avails of such a number of days 
work as they might name—to the fifth, 
the product, in whole or in part, of such 
a piece of land as the parents of the boys 
might allow ;—the whole to be disposed 
of by a committee, and applied to Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions, &c. 

A mecting was held last Monday, 
wien Mr. Orr took his farewell of the 
Church. 

Afier a very solemn address from Mr. 
Wood, and another from Mr. Williams, 
Mr. Orr received from each member of 
the Church the parting hand, as a token 
of sincerest attachment to him, and as a 
pledge of the continuance of their 
prayers ia his behalf. 

The whole proceedings took a deep 
hold of the feelings of the people; and 
made them feel more sensibly the obliga- 
tions they were under todo something for 
the salvation of those, who were pe rish- 
ing for lack of vision. ‘The time was 
short, out they exerted themselves to do 
something for the mission. The females 
were busy in making clothes for Indiana 
children, and ia getting Mr. Orr in read- 
iness. More than $50 in money were 
collected — $100, in cloth, articles of 
clothing, and bedding for the mission, 
which together with presents to the mis- 
sionar es and the expense of conveying 
them to the Allegany river, amounted to 
not less than $200. More could have 
been collected had time allowed. All 
were ready, to do something ; and even 
children were anxious to part with tueir 
garments to send to the Indian ciild- 
ren in the mission school. 

Yesterday moraing Mr. Orr took his 
leave of his; aged paients. He was their 
youngest child. ‘Their hearts were 
bound up in him. After singing and 
praying he addressed his parents, sisters, 





and other relatives and the people whe 
were assembled. It was a melting scene. 
His advice was deserving to be held in 
lasting remembrance, and was delivered 
with a feeling, which the occasion was 
fitted toinspire. Many will be eager to 
preserve his parting words and to proiit 
by them. ‘lo the aged parents the act 
of parting with their son was trying, but 
they would not keep | him back. it Was 
to them a comforting tuought, that he 
was willing to give up all for C “hrist's c— 
and they fel: itto be aa honeur, that God 
had called their dear son to e: wage iit 
missionary labours among the heathen, 
What has passed before our eyes will 
long be remembered with delight. 
trust its sulutary effects will lone be felt 
amongus. Iam not without the belief, 
that it will strengthen and exiend the 
missionary spirit in the place,—ihat we 


‘shall not view with deeper interest the 


movements that are made for the saiva- 
tion of a world;—that we shall pray 
with greater importunity for the further- 
ance of the Gospe !, and for the blessing 
of heaven on those, who are gone forth 
as the heralds of the cross,—and that 
we shall be more ready to lend our aid 
to promote the objects of the Board. 
Nor am I without hope, that it will be 
the means of deepening that seriousness, 
and that attention to religion, which 
have for a season prevailed. The hearts 
of many were refreshed by the presence 
of our missionary friends fromGreenfield, 
and we view it a favour that they were 
sentthis way. Mr. Williams tarried tll 
the missionaries departed. His kind la- 
bours among my people will not be for- 
gotten. It was Mr. Orr’s request, that I 
should write and inform you that he had 
started. His whole time was taken up 
ii making preparation, and he left with- 
out finding any time to write.
